Imagine a class in which one student writes a song about 
the facts of DNA, another student gives a speech on 
DNA and both projects were evaluated with the same 
grading scale. This was an ideal 21st century class we 
were fortuanate to have. Mr. Charlie Zimmerman was the 
teacher of biology, zoology, ecology, and other science 
courses taught based on the multiple intelligence theory, 
which encouraged students with a variety of ways to share 
their knowledge.

Eight students with an advanced background in 
Spanish, were part of forming the new AP Spanish 
class.

From Her Daughter’s Perspective 


M, mom has seen a lot of changes throughout her years of teaching. She started out 
teaching typing with typewriters and has had to learn to adjust to educating students on 
keyboarding with computers. She has also had to learn the workings of the computer in 
order to stay “up-to-date” with technology. She has also had to adjust from teaching shorthand 
and office procedures to courses focusing on computer usage and accounting. I have also 
seen her have to adjust to different rooms throughout the years. I can remember her teaching 
in at least three different rooms. When I got my room here, she informed me that she started 
teaching in that very same room her first few years here. 

I can remember spending a lot of my younger years at the high school since both 
my mom and dad worked here.

Miock Election

ost teenagers would sigh when the topic of presidential elec- 
tions was brought up. But, on November 28, Mr. Brandon Lorton’s 
senior government classes had an election of their own. “It [the mock 
election] was a good way to spur interest in the election process and 
get students involved in a way that went beyond just listening in class,” 
commented Mr. Lorton. 

The three classes from A cycle participated in the mock elec- 
tion. Gordy Arnold ran for “The Coconuts Party.” The party’s name 
was an acronym for ‘ Cruisin’ Off Campus Often Not Using Time 
to Study.’ Eric Feller ran for “The Notorious G.O.P Party,” and 

Tracy Weiler was the candidate for “The Party...” ticket. 

Each class had five different committees. The five different 
committees included: writing, voter registration, print advertise- 
ment, election advertisement, and research. The candidates were 
required to have two issues in each of the following categories: 
school, local, state, and national. Candidates also participated in 
a debate in the auditorium, this was open to all students and fac-
